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product lina, aourcaa eloaa to tha clandes- 
tina agency told ma, waa intelligence and 
certain other unmentionable operations. 
Tha colonel’* counterpart had a partner 
who juat bo happened to be the case 
officer of Yuri Noehenko, the infamous 
Russian defector who, in 1964, made 
overtures to our embaeay in Genava, 
Switzerland about Lea Harvey OewaJd 
working for the Russians. The incident 
set the stage for the FBI/CIA combined 
cover-up operation that smokeacreened 
both agency** participation in tha sordid 
affair in Dallas... a atory in itaalf of 
intrigue and conspiracy bordering on 
treason. 

The colonel recently talked to one of 
FeneUrwald’a researchers and, after that 
conversation, the researcher said he waa 
confidant the colonel was finally ready to 
talk, and. hopefully, confirm hia role in 
the Kennedy aeeaaei nation. Thus 
Fenaterwaid and m yea If made the 
appointment to go mm the colonel. 

Fenaterwaid had been a long-time 
student of the aaaaaainationa of President 
Kennedy and Senator Robert Kennedy.

The death of prominent Washington. D.C. 
attorney Bernard (Bud) Fenaterwaid of a 
massive coronary on tha night of April 2, 
1991, would not seem overly unusual foe 
a man 69 yean of age, but for an unusual 
set of circumstances. 

• First: Bud was never known to have 
had heart trouble. Not overly unusual. 

* Second: He was on a trip to Texas 

and apparently caught the flu, sending 
him back to Washington several days 
ahsad of his original schsdule. Again, not fi? 
overly unusual. ^ 

However, there was s third and most 
complex circumstance which could, if one 
were to be overly dramatic, demand that 

he die before April 11, 1991 For that 

was the day he was to fly to Florida with 
me to interview one of the suspected bag 
men (e person used to pay the fee for a 
certain deed) in the assassination of John 
F. Kennedy. The beg man, who is now 80 
year* old. Is an ex -Air Force Colonel who 
had, during the !Q50‘s and early 60**, 
worked aa tha military attache to one of 
our European embassies. He also served 
aa thair station chief for tha Central 
Intalliganca Agency. After retiring from 
tha aarvica ha, and a counterpart, alao a 
colonel, from another European embassy, 
set up a firm in Paris, Francs, reportedly 
as an import's* port business. Its chief 
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Assassination Archive and Ra March 
Center. The cantor la a privately fun dad 
non profit organization in Washington 
that col lac ta matanaj on tha King and 
Kannady uuMinad'oni. 

Fanatarwald firat cam# to know of tha 
colon* I'a involvement aa a bag man 
through a written affidavit obtained yean 
ago by ma through tha than fiancaa of tha 
Coional'a a on. Tha aon told hia fiancaa, 
and ha told ma paraonally, that hia father 
made a 126,000 poyofT to a man in Haiti 
for being ona of tha aaaaaaina in tha JFK 
hit_ji story incidentally confirmed by 
Hugh McDonald, humaalf a former agent 



with the Office of Strategic SarvicM, than 
CIA, who ratirad to go into polica work. 
Among other thing*, McDonald waa tha 
inventor of the famoua idenlo-Kit uaad by 
every mayor police force (to form compos- 
ite sketches of poenbia crime auapacta) in 
tha world. 

Tha fiancaa, after hearing tha atory 
from tha coional'a aon, directly ap- 
proached tha Colonel in tha fall of 1977 
and, according to her, ha had admitted 
baing involved. After* submitting this 
information in 1978 to Tiny Hutton, at 
tha time Deputy Director of tha Houm 
Select Committee on Assassinations 
(HSCA), she waa aaked to tell her atory to 
key members of the atalT. Unfortunately 
tha committee waa winding down, and 
tha information waa suppreeMd.-thanke 
to tha director of the CLA, George Buah. 
Buah, in 1976, at tha time the committee 
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"Our phones 
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was being formed by RepreMntative 
Thornes Downing (D-VA), aaked for my 
complete dossier in order to protect the 
agency from finally being involved in the 
assassination. Portions of that dower 
held by the CLA on myeelf waa obtained 
via tha Freedom of Information Act by 
Bud Fenaterwald'a organization. The 
Aaaaaai nation Archives and Research 
Center. The CLA, it appears, was con- 
cerned about ma. It knew I was one of 
tha only persons on the outside who knew 
the whole truth about the agency’s 
involvement. If Bud Fanatarwald could 
substantiate my information about how 
and why JFK was murdered, it could 
potentially break up the agency. 

In fact, in 1977, the CIA broke into my 
office to obtain moat of the information 
that I released to Representative Thomas 
Downing to support my credibility: a fact 
I would be able to confirm after seeing 
| portions of it appear In the above men- 
tioned Freedom of Information documents 
secured by FensterwaJd. Fortunately, I 
hadn't gotten the information of the direct 
involvement of the CIA colonel in the 
OMaaei nation until after this break in 
occured. IT I had, I don't believe I would 
be walking the strMta today. Aa it waa, 
two attempts were made upon my life 
during that period. One of tha episodes 
waa described in my book on the RFK 
assassination. The Senator Mutt DU, for 
which I am negotiating to ba re-published 
in paperback along with a revised version 
of Betrayal. 

All information, therefore, remained 
dormant until an Assassination Archives 
researcher put the information about tha 
two intelligenea colonels (the one now 
living in Miami, and hia former counter- 
part in France) together with my docu- 
mentation to coma to the conclusion that 
thera waa indeed an involvement by the 
CIA in the JFK assassination, and five 
years later, RFK*e. To this end, I was 
asked by Bud F enetarwald lo set up an 
appointment with the colonel in Miami, 
who had admitted making tha statement 
to hie son's fiancee. Incidentally, the 
fiancee spent several years in the White 
Houm Information Office during the 
Rcagan/Bush administration. She 
currently resides in the Washington. D.C. 
area, according to a telephone conversa- 
tion I had with Bud Feneterwald at the 
time he planned our trip lo Florida. 

The purpoM of the trip was for Bud to 
confront the Colonel to verify first hand 
the admission he had made to his son's 
fiancee, cited in her affidavit on Septem- 
ber 12, 1977. Bud and I had both been 
told by one of the Assassination Archives 
investigators that tha ax-Colonal was 
possibly ready to claar his conscience. 

Bud, with his unimpeachable back- 
ground, would ba the perfect source to 
expoM the truth once and for all that the 
\J3. Intelligence community was not only 
involved in the actual murder, but was 
also responsible for the following cover- 
up. 

Both the Warren Commission and tha 
.aborted Garrison investigation In New 
Orleans had been thwarted in acquiring 
or releasing sny any information that 
could even remotely point a finger at any 
CIA individual. To assure complete 
cooperation they made an unholy alliance 
with the FBI who had a lot of its prob- 
lems surrounding its misropreaentetion 
made during tha Warren Commission 
hearings. 

TTien, in 1977, Cari Albert, Speaker of 
tha Houm, aaked each member of the 
Houm Rules Committee, at tha raqueet of 
Rep. Downing, to read Betrayal before 
voting on whether to put the vote to form 
the Houm Select Committee on Assassi- 
nations to the floor of Congress. They did 
and the bill woe submitted and passed by 
a large majority. 

With this potential throat, the CIA 
know it was up against a much more 
Mrious opponent titan it ever had before. 
With the HSCA'e existing posture, they 
(the CIA) could not control the investiga- 
tion or, for that matter, even cover it up. 
Thirteen years earlier, the clandestine 
Agency had been able to control the 
Warren Commission. It was a much 
simpler job; they had several members 
beholden to them. Among them were 
Allan Dulles, a former CIA director, and 
Representative Gerald Ford (R) Michigan,

Morrow called me late last month to 
say that he and Bernard Fonaterwakf. 
lounder of the Assassination Archives 
and Research Canter in Washington, 
D.C., had made arrangements to meet 
with a Florida man. The men, an 80- 
year old ex -A ir Force Colonel, was. 
according to Morrow, going to confess 
that he was responsible tor paying oft 
Kennedy's assassins. 

Morrow had previously lafced to the 
colonel's son and finances, both of 
whom told Morrow of the oobnei's 
involvement. But lo gel it confirmed 
from the oolonefs own mouth, says 
Morrow, would be a very significant 
development, the final proof." 

Morrow said he would write another 
article lor us upon his return Irom the 
interview. 

Late last weak. Morrow called to say 
that the story was taking a diflarant 
turn. Fanatarwald, at 69, had dropped 
dead ol a heart attack. 

We've ail heard Ihe stories about 
how nearly anyone with any knowl- 
edge about the Kennedy assassina- 
tion met untimely deaths. Morrow 
says there have been more than 60 
"significant* deaths in al. 

At age 69, was Fensterwaid's daath 
untimely? No. not necessarily. But 
was the timing a bit unusual, |ust one 
week before he and Morrow were lo 
gel such Incriminating evidenca? 
Perhapa so.

But until somebody In Washington 
liatans lo Morrow, he says the truth 
will never be known. 



who would be Richard Nixon'a ehoica aa a 
Vice President when Spiro Agnew waa 
forced to resign among a flurry of corrup- 
tion chsrgM. Ford would keep eup- 
pressed ths secret denis Nixon mads with 
the CLA. when it bee* me clear that ths 
embattled president might have to resign 
over the Watergate affair. Ford kept the 
faith. He not only pardoned Nixon, but, 
and to make sure nothing would surface, 
he appointed George Bush as the CIA 
Director. 

So (t fall to Ceorge Bush to contain thii 
new threat of exposure poaed by the 
newly formed Houm Select Committee. I 
didn’t Lake much. In-fighting was 
started, and the jockeying created by the 
committee members, seeking to enhance 
their own political power, began causing 
furor in ths media. After several months 
of Mnsationai headline*, resulting in ths 
rMignstion of one chairman, a chief 
investigator and a chief consul. Congress 
threatened to cut off all committee 
funding. At that point, tha new Commit- 
tee chairman appointed a new chief 
couneel. a man acceptable to the CIA, 
Robert Blakely. Blakely, unfamiliar will 
the Involvement of the CIA in the JFK 
iiMjanidon, and not wishing to perpe- 
trate the bad ecene created by tha media 
covering tha committee, took a piece of 
bad advice.

'Non Disclosure Agreement," suggested

In affect, tha signer, including 
congreaaional mambara, had to agree not 
to reveal or diecuea any information that 
tha CIA derided should not ba discueaed. 
At that point, tha CIA controlled tha 
HSCA. Whan Tiny Hutton , tha HSCA 
Deputy Director, gave it to me for my 
eignaturv, I blanched. If I waa unable to 
disdoee my research in areas covered by 
tha committee, I would not ba able to 
publish. I declined, but a a described 
earlier, still provided pertinent informa- 



tion to Tiny to pass on. 

So. 14 years later, when one of the only 
living men who had bean a direct com- 
pany member, might poaaibly break 
under the intense questioning proposed 
by Bud Fensterwald, it had to have sent 
up a red flag in tha clandestine agency. 

The interview had to ba stopped. 
Terminating md would be counterproduc- 
tive, since my demise would bring too 
much attention to my two books on tha 
subject The obvious solution would be to 
have Bud Fensterwald pass away before 
he could confront the Colonel. Why not 
terminate the Colonel? Simple. The 
Colonel'a death would be unthinkable to 
tha Company. Tha mentality of the 
intelligence community ie to protect its 
own... .particularly from euch a confronta- 
tion. That left Bud. No one but myself 
and a few close associates from the 
Aseaesinalion Archives knew of the trip. 
Hie death by heart attack would not be 
questioned. 




Robert Morrow is the author ol Betrayal, a book 
detailing his conspiracy theory behind the assassination 
ol John F. Kennedy, and Tha Senator Must Dia, a 
similar look Into the assassination ol Robert Kennedy.
